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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding claim 1 , applicant argues that Peer 
does not disclose "sequentially reading one or more print data sub-elements from the memory locations associated with one pre- 
determined time period" and "repeating" the sequentially reading step "for a subsequent pre-determined time period for each pulse 
generated by the pulse generating means". 

However. Peer discloses data in the RAM (81) is read out from the RAM memory banks (87-90) as directed by an output address pointer, 
and the output data bits are sequentially latched into the buffer output latches (93-100). Within the print loop ("repeating" at every vertical 
column through the line of print) a response to a fire signal (the duration of the fire signal/pulse is considered the pre-determined time 
penod) being applied to the drive pulse generator from the data processor, the latched data bits within the buffer output latches are 
translerred into the final output latch. (Column 6, Lines 14-30) 

Figure 6 comprises a flow chart of when the print loop is entered at every vertical column throughout the line of print ("repeating"), a step 
of loading data into buffer output latches from memory (sequentially reading step), and then transferring output data from buffer output 
latches to final output latches for duration of the fire pulse (pre-determined time period) for each pulse generated by the pulse generating 
means 
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
